There is a twin- light fpringing from both, and they both 
fpring from the fame Fountain of light, and they bothfweetly 
confpireinthefameend, theglaty of t.hat being, from whicn 
they (hliie, and the welfare, and nappinefs of that being, upon 
which they fhine* Sp that to blaft heme ?.f /i/in, *ti$ to reproach 
Heaven ir fe!f,and to dishonour the God ofReafon^to queftion the 
beauty ot his Image, and by a Orange ingratitude to flight this 
great and Royal gift of our Creatcur, For 'tis he, that fet up 
ihefe two great Luminaries in every Heavenly foul, the Sun to 
rule the daj^ and the Moon to rule the nighty and though there be 
fomef kind of creatures, that will baric ai tbis leflR»r light, and o-

But fome are fofirangely prejudiced againfr Reafdn & tliat upon 
fufScient rea(an too, as they think, which yet iovolyea a fiat con^- 
tradiftion) as that they look upon it not as the Candle of the Lord^ 
bntjas on fome blazing Comet, that portend? prefeni ruine to the 
Church, and to the foul, and carries a fatal, and venemous influ- 
ence along with it. And becaufe the unruly head of 5ocixiMf, and 
his followers, by their niieer preiehfes to Ri'^ji)Wjhave made (hip» 
wrack of Faith , and have been very iQ)arous to the Gofpel $ 
therefore ihefp weak, and ftaggering apprebenfions are afraid of 
underftartding anything; and think, that the very name of Kf 4*^ 
fon^ efpecially in a Pulpit^ in matters of RcI}gion,muft needs have 
at leafta ihopfand Herefies couched in it. If you do but offer to 
make a Syllogifnt^ theyM flraigbtway cry it down for carnal rea^ 
foning. What would thefe men have? Would they be baniflied 
from their ovuoejfences'i Would they forfeit, and renounce their 
undeHhndings > or have they any to forCeit,or diUaim ? Would 
they put out this Candle of the Lord^ intelledualsoihh own light* 
ing> or have ihcy atiy to put out? Would they creep into fome 
lovfer fpecies^ and go a grazing with Nebuchadnesizar ^mopgihe 
beads of (he flejd ? or are they no( there already/ Or^ if they

tUok, that all others too are bound to follow (heir example > 
Oh, what hard thoughts havatbefe of Refigion > do they look 
tipon it only as on a bird of prey^that comes to peck out the eyes 
of men > Is this ail the nobiIity,ehat it gives, thardien by vertqe 
ofit dwft be beheaded prefcntly? do*s it chop ofl rh'e iHteUcBudls 
at one How ?

tendernefs^and compaifion ? Is this your kindnefs to your friendf 
Will you trample upon her now (he is fo low f Is this a fu(5cienii 
caufe to give her a Bill ofDivorcAHenty becaufe (be ba*s loft her 
former beauty, and fruittulnefs ? 

Or is KeafoH thus oflfenfive to them^ becaufe (he cannot grafp, 
and comprehend the things of Ood> Vain^n, will they pluck 
out their eyes, becaufe they cannot look upon the Sun in his 
brighmefs, and glory? What, though H^^/o^f cannot reach to 
the depths, to the bottomes of the Ocean^ may it not therefore 
fwim, and hold up thp head, as well as it can ? What, though it 
cannot enter into the SaniJum SanQorum^ and pierce within the 
Veil ^ may it not, notwith(tandtng, ly in the Porch, at the gau 
ofth^Tentfk Ctf//^^ Beautiful, and hi aDoor^hfefer intbe Hcufe 
, cfits God ? 4ts wings are dipt indeed, it cannot Bie fo high, as ic 
might have done ^ ic cannot flie Co fwiftly, fo ftrongly, as once 
it could : will they not therefore allow ic to move, to flir, to 
flatter up and down, as well as it can I The Turrets^and Pinna- 
cles of the (lately flrafture aie fallen: will they therefore demo* 
liih the whole Fabrick, and (bake the very Founda(ion« of it, 
and down wibittoche ground.^ Though it b^ not a Jacob'$ 
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Ladder to climbe up co Heaven by, yec may they not ufe i^al a 
ftaffco walk upon Earth wiihall ? And then Kegjon it (elf ioiows 
this alfo,and acknowl«dg^,that 'tis dazled with the Majefty^and 
Glory of God ; that it cannot pierce into his myflerious ^nd 
unfearchable^ays \ it never was fo vain) as to go about to tnea« 
(ure immenfity by its own finite Compafs, or to fpan out abfo- 
lute Eternity by its own more ioiperfeft duration. True ReafoH 
' did never go about to comprize the Bible \n Its own Nut*(hel^ 
And, MReafoH be content with its own Sphere^ why (hould it not 
have the liberty of its proper motion 1 • 

Is it, becaufe it oppofes the things df God, and wrangles a* 
'gainft the Myfteries of Salvation, itit therefore excluded? An 
heinous and. frequent Iccufacion indeed '; but nothing more 
fiilfi^ and io furious : and if it had been aH open Enemj^ that had 
done her this wrong, why then (he could Mve bom it ; but it's 
thou, heryrif»^,and compoHipu^ye have too\fwett counfel together^ 
and have encred into tlie Houfe of God as friends^ 'tis you, that 
have your dependance upon her ^ that cannot (peak one word * 
CO purpofe againft her, without her help, and affiftance. What 
mean you thus to revile your moft iiftimate, and in(eparal)ie felf ? 
why do you thus (lander ydur own Beings > would you have all 
this tQ be true, which you fay / Name but the time if you can, 
when ever right fl eafon did oppofe onejol, or apex of the word 
of God« * Certainly, thefe men (peak of diflorted Reafon all this 
wbile« Surely thejwdo not fpeak of the Candle of the Lord^ but of 
Tome (hadow, and appearance of it. But if they tell us, that all 
Jieafon is diftorted, whether then is theirs fo, in telling us To > if 
they fay that they do not know this by Reafon^hut by the Word 
of God,whether (hen is that their Reafon,v9heii it acKnowledges 
the Word of God ? whether is it then diftorted,or no ? Befideff, 
if there were no rigt^t Reafonm the World, what difference be- 
tween fobriety,and madnefsjbetween thefe men,and wifer onei) 
hoW then were the Heathen left mthout excufe^ who ha9 nothing 
I to fee by,but this Candle of the Lord ? & how do's this thruft men 
hclovi fenfitive creatures 2 for better haveno'R^/t/otf at all^ then 
fucb as do's perpetually deceive them, and delude them. 

Or do^s Reafon thus ditjpleafe them, becaufe the blacke(t Er-« 
rours focpetimes come under the fair dfguife of fo beautifull a 
name,aad have fome tinfture of R eafpn in them ? But truly this is 
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fo far from isctng a difparagement to Keafotr^ts that 'cis rro fniall 
cotmnendadon ofit:forflrfW«*«r xi^ ^itur 7iia«v>(^ Meirlove to 
put a plaofible tttle, awinmng frontifplece upon the fouleft Er* 
roars. Thus Licentiourne& would fain be called by the name of 
Liberty; and all Diflfolutenefs would fain be couotei^ancedi 
and fecured under the Patronage, and Proteftion of free-* 
Grace^ Thus wickednefs would Willingly forget its own name, 
and adopt itfelf into the family of goodnefs. Thus if rmi- 
nianiffn' fields for it felf under the fpecious notion of Gorf'5/(?»e 
to Mankind^ Thus that filly Erroor of Antinomiamfm will needs 
ftile it felC an "Evangelical Honey-comb. Thus all irregularities^and 
anomalies In^Church Afiairl, muft pride themfel ves in tbofe glit- 
tering titles of aiRTm^ tight ^ AGoj^elwayy Ah Heaven upon 
Earth* No wonder then that foroe alfp pretend to Reafon^ who 
yet run out of it, arid beyond it, andbeiidesits but muft none 
therefore come near it >. becaufe S4>cinps ha's burnt his wings at 
this Candle of the Lordy muft none therefore make u(c of it > 

May he not be conquer'd Wiih bis own weapons, and beat out 
of bis ownftrong holds, and may not the head of an uncitcum* 
cifed Fhilifiine be cut off with his own fword ? 

Or lafily, are they thus afraid of Reafon^ becanfe by vertue of 
this, men of wit, andfubtiUy, will prefently argue, and difpate 
them into an Errour, fo as that they (hall not be able to di<in- 
taogle a Truth,though in it felf it be never fo plain,and unquefil- 
onable } But &t&, Reafon it felf tells them,th4t it may be thus,and 
(b prepares, and fortifies them againft fuch a tryal $ and then, 
this only (hews^tbat fome mens Reafon is not fo well advanced and 
improvM^either as it might be, or as others is y a (harper edge 
would quickly cut fuch difficulties a funder^Some have more re« 
fined and clarified intelleftuals, more vigorous and (parkling eyes 
than others, and one foul differs from another in glory ; and thao 
reafon^which can make (bme (hift to maintain Errour,migbt with 
a great deal lefs fweat, and pains, maintain a Truth. 

There's no queflion, bat that Bellarmine^ and the reft of the 
learned P/ifjjff could have, if they had pleaied^ far more ea(ily 
defended the Protefiant Religion, than that of their own. Be* 
fides,the yigour,and triumph of Rr/r/oii is principally to be feen in 
thofe firftborn«beams,thore pure andianfpotted irradiations,tbat 
Qiine from it }. I mean thofe brft bubdings up of common Princi* 
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pfe8,'hat are owo'd^and acknowledge by all ; and rbore evi^enti 
and kindly derivations, that 6ow trom them. Keafon (hews her 
face more amiably and pleafantly in a pure and clear ftream, 
then in thofe mudded and troubled water^in which the Schole- 
men (that have leafure enough^ are always fifliing. Nay, 
fome of their works are tike fo many raging SeaS9full of perpetual 
toflings, and difqulettngS) andfoamings, and (bmecimes caflhig 
Dp niire^and dirt ; and yet thefe vaft and voluminous Leviatbam 
love to (port therein, and that, which is naoft intolerable, thefe 
grand ^f •) ythatfeem^ fo zeajous for Reafon^n length in expreU 
terms difctaim it ^ and in a moft blindfold, and conf fed manner^ 
. cry up th6ir great Diana^ their Idol ot Tranfubftantiation ; and 
the LwtW^ns are very fierce againft Rfafon roo, much upoti tho 
Giaie account, becaufe it would never allow of that their moo« 
ftrous and mifdiapen lump of Conrubfiantiadon. 
jBut why have /all this while beaten the air^nd (pilt words up« 
on the ground? why do / (peak to fuch)as are incurable^and mca«^; 
pable "ijior if We fpeak /< eafon to them, that's that, which they fo 
much dTfclaim : if we do not (peak K eafon to t^em, that were to 
di claim it too. 

But I fpeak to men, to Ghriftians, to the frie,nds of learning ;. 
toiheprotelTours of Reafont tofuch as put tbit. Candle of tbc 
Lori into a golden Candleftick, and pour continual Oil into it. 
Yet left any among you, Atbeniansj(hou\d'crc8t an Alter to an 
ptknowH God I let^ you (hould ignorandy wor(hip him^ we will 
declare hm to you« 
And thar^which we have now faid, may (erve as a Porch, and 
: Preamble, ta what we fhall fpeak hereafter out of thofe 

words, ,

The Ex^licatiott of the Words,

Npvr as for the v^ords tbemfelvd, we cannot better jadge of 
the fitaefi dfthis expreffion,then by confidecing who it was, 
chat (j^lte it. 
Now thefe words were fpoken by him, that had a Urge portion 
cflmclltQualsfiuey that was Hox^- dfBfJmiff tup^f, they were 
(pokeo by SoiomoHyia ^^hom tie GandU of the Lord.did fliine very 
clearly 9 one, that had ask'd this, as the choiceft favour, that he 
could eftpeft from the Bounty of Heaven,to have a glorious brop 
of biowl^dge (hine in his foul for the enlightniog of it. And 
though the ent tons Jews would faine perfwade the world, thac 
he lighted his Candle at Hell it felf,for they efieemed bin no bet- 
ter, then a Magician^ as they elleemed him aUb, that was great- 
er then Solomon : yet we know very well, thac Solomon* t was a 
purer Gandl^ then to be lighted at a L^^ ^ffire^ ^^d brimjlone ; 
WasnotofLf/c//i^'sfettingupi but it came from the Father of 
ligbtsy'tvra% lighted with Sun-beams from Heaven. 

And *tis a modeft, and humble exprefiion in him to call his un- 
derftandiog the Candle of the Lord^ when as the world look'd up- 
on him as a Star of the firji magnitude^ nay, as a Sun jfbining in 
the Firmament, gilding the world with knowledge, fcattering 
beams of light, fparkling out in wife and Proverbial fa^fings ; fo 
; that the bordering Prince^,and Nations are ready to adore fuch 
an orient Light^and the ^ueen of the South thinks it no fot^ll hap- 
, pinefi to fit under the (hade w cf ic. Bat yet to be fenGble t^iiis 
^ own (lar row Sphere, of his own finite Compafs, and it^uente, 
did not at all take from his'lufire s but did rather fee it off, and 
'add to his Glory. 

Thus thai Wife man among the Heathen^ Socrates^ did fo far 
complain of the weakncfs of his CandU4ight^z.% thac he tels us his 
lamp would (hew him nothing,but his own darktiefs. And^tfaough 
a jvifer then Socr^^h^ he4;;e,yet he is much in the fame meafure 
^.v , _ ^^ fenfible 
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eniibit of the ditnnefiof htt owtT Intelk3uaisi And yet he ^as 
ooe^thit had made many difcoveries with thit Candle of the Lcrd^ 
be had (earch'd into the Mines, and feveral Veins of knowledge; ^ 
h^had fearch^'d into the hidfreafures ofwifdomeshe had fearcb'd 
into the depth of Stau* affairs^ he had fearch'd into the bo web 
of Natural Caufes^ into t^ie Magnalia tr Myfteria of Narore ; as 
i^among many other VVive^^he had e^KMifed Nature e\b to him^ 
felf: he had (earctfd into the feveral Tempers^ and intelleQual 
CompleKions of men^ he had fearch'd long enough with this 
Candle of the Lord^ to fee if he could find any good under the Sun . 
he went witbhis Candle to finde out ^fnmmum bonum*^ fearch'd 
inro all the corners of Being : and^ at length, being fafHdently 
wearied, you tmy fee him fitting down ; ydu may bear him 
complaining that he had but fpenr, and wafled. the Candle of the 
Lord in vain : for fo much is implyed in rm rtljn? ^his was but 
depa(Ho fpihtks ,as he himfelf call it. 

Yet he waione,that (bewed othersvhow they m-ghc make bet- 
ter im^jrovemqnt of their 7wte/itffl«tf/L/iw/; and this wa^ his 
wifeft advice, that he gaveuporrhi»moft mature, and concofted 
tho\x^ti^t\m'jn%tanqmnt\mxemoritura tucernjt fupremu^ ful^* 
got ; That men would only follow this Candle of the Lord^ as it 
direfts them in the ways of God,w4\icb are ways of fwe^inefs,and 
pleafantnefs : for this was ta-|j<n ^3 the vary end irfe; Oodfet 
up fuch a light in the fool, that it mighrearcb oat its Creatour 
irithir. ^ ' 

And as for the minde of* the r^ords^ though one' would rh'hk 
they were very clear,ind fhining wich their oi^n Rght,yct tfiter' 
fr^rqC^ are pleafed to cloud them^ to turn light it felf inro a Cha^ 
09f and to caft darknefs upon the face of the Text ; like fome 
.umicilful ones, while they go about to fnuff the Candle^ they put 
it out J but tve'Ltry, whether it can be blown in again, 

We (ball reduce thelrfeveral roeaning* to t hefc three heads* 
Fiffi^ Some would haveic thus ; The Candle 'of th't Lord i§ in 
the under Handing of a manx as if the words did run thus, novn 
nlfl^ n3 oiS Lucema Domini in mente hofuinit , that is , God 
n»itb bis Candle difcoveri the very thoughts^ and intentions ofiueu^ 
be fearches into every corner of the hart 'y heba^s lucernam in cot* 
de, hefpiei out every Atome^ be perceives thefirfi fia^t'tn^ of a mo^ 
twn, the firfi peeping out of a thoughts But this, though it be very 
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true I yet is DOthing to the purpoTe bere^ 

Secondly^ Some g/o/s upon the words thus ; T%e underfianding 
tf man^v^hin^tii <nligbtntd mtb fufernafurMl kfiowUdgyit'tbm the 
Candle of the Lord.^ Bm thefe do rather diftate to Solomon^ aod 
tell him what they would have him fay^they do rather frame^and 
fafliion a Froverb to themfelves, then explain his meaning : and 
thefe are they , that are a(raid to give naturid ligbt^wad natural 
nafon their due. But, 

JbirdljJ (hall fuUy agree with them,tHat take this for the pro- 
per, and genuine meaning of the place, that God bath breatbed 
into all tie fom of men Reafonable fonlsj v^biclf may ferve^ oifa 
manf Candle%t0 enlighten^and direQ tbem in ibe fearcbing oiit tbf^ 
Cteatour^ in tbe difcoverimg ofotber inferionr Beings, and tbem^- 
felves alfo. And this is tbat^which is here implyed by dtim PPDJi^ 
that bme ffiraculnfn vita^ nay, tliat fame immortal tireath, tfaat^

For, asiifis ui corporeal vifion^' ftie tbo fnoch- 
appfoximation, and vicinity of an objeft , ^o^s ftop up, and^ 
hinder fight ♦ fo 'tis alfo many times in IfftelleQufil Of ticks ^ 
we fee fome things better at a diftance;the Soul cannot fo eafily 
(ee its' own face , nor Co folly eicplain its own nature. We need 
Cpmc Schilhfi f or Iftterpreter^ to^ommefit upon cur own Bf- 
ingi i and to acquaiat tis tifith bur owh Idioms t arid I meet' 
Wlthmany iif/ffco«rr, ihatf|^eak-6f the Light af Nfiurt\ but 
1 can fcarce finde one , that tells u« what it is. Thofe famous / 
and learned Tri«mviri 5 SEXDP)N, that ha's made it his 
trprk to write Ve Jure Natufali 5 and Grotius , that ha*s faid 
f<>meWhat of it in his Book De Jure BeJli & Tdcis-, and J/»/- 
w/?/i«tf ,thatha*st«>ucE'<f ftihhts laicTre^tifeDf Coma^ and 
in his little Dialogue fubordinate to it , in either of which, if 
l^e had gleafed, be might have defcribed it without a digreflion:

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yec none of thefe ( as bt as I can find ) give us the Icaft adr 
umbration of in^ which nocwUhftanding was liie rather to be 
expefted from chem , beca afe the tbilofofbers had left it in 
fuch a clondy) and obfcured ndanner, as if they had never 
feen Natwn face to face, but onely through a glafs darUy, 
and in a Riddle, And, as we read of ^FainUr^ thacrepre-* 
fented Nature appearing to Arijhtle with a Veil , and Mask 
upon her face; fo truly AfijhtU hinafelf painted her , as he 
fawher, with her Veil on ; for he fliews her onely wrapped itp^ 
and muffled in xM^fffr, and form; whereas, methinks, he, that 
could fet IptelUgeHcei to the wheel to fpifh oat ti/ne , and mo- 
tion , (hould have allowed themalfo fome natural ability for 
perforrufD^ fo famous a task, and employment , which his 
head fee them about. And truly why AngdicMl Bangs (hould 
be banidi^d frdm the Common wealth o{ Nature \ nay; why 
tbey (hould not properly belong ^o Pibjf^ci;;, as well as other 
particular Beingi ^ or why Bodiei onely (hould engrofs , and 
monopolize Natural Vhilofapby , and why a Soul cannot be ad« 
mUt^dinto it, unlefsit bring ^ Certificate ^ and Commendamm 
from the Body^ is a thing altogether nnacoun table , unlefi it 
be re(oIved into a meer Arbitrary DeternAinattoti y and a ?bilo* 
fephicat kmd of tyranify* 

And yet AriflotU^s Defcription o( Nature ha's been held 
•very facred 5 and CorJIe of the Scholemen do even dote upon 
It. Aqui^ifi tells us in plain Terms 5 Veridendifunt^quivolunt 
Ariftotelis definitionem jcorrig^rel The truth is ^ (make no 
queftion ^ but that ArijhtUh Definition is very commenfurate 
to what he meant by ^^lur^ ; but, that he had the true, and 
adequate notion of Nature s, this I think Aquinas hinyfelf can 
foacce prove: and twould fain have him to explain wfiatit iS 
fjrathing imotefcere lumine Nature ^ i( Nature be onely 
princifium motiis & quietif. Yet Plutarch alfo in this point 
(eems to compromife with Afifiotle and after a good, fpecious, 
and hopeful Vrefavf^ where he (aith, thathemuft needs tell 
us what Nature is ^ after alt this preparation he do'« rooft 
palpably reftrain it to corporeal Beings^ and then votes it 
to be it^i Mifi<ne$€ ijg ifUMff^f. And 'B.mptdocles ^ (as he is 
quoted by him } will needs exercife his Foetry , and make

This he makca to appear b.y their (i)vf»7m »«#(«, (2) 
mTWXfn^fi^ (; ) *'XAt«/r«^U.For thefe three, though they be not 
expre(sly mentioned in hino^yet they nsay very eafily be cpltefted 
from him« Souls (hey move themfelves, and they move Boiiti

«% M#. ReafoHf and ReligioHy Laws and Prudence muft needs be 
before Venfity^ and Rarity , before Gravitj\ and Levity ^ before 
all conditions^ and dimenfions of B^^^iVs. And Ltf ip^^and Rtligioie^ 
ihey are indeed tv rS >fr9»/ftii7tt* that is, the contrivances y and 
frodudions o(' that eternal m, and^A<3^(» iherii»i/db;» of God 
himfelf. 

So that all, that P/^ta mil allow to Uaturty amounts totw 
more, then this, that it is not Jitpuupyii^ of if ex rerunt^ but onely 
Vei Ji{JtiH(yi/l& fawuUy & mnijira. As the ejes of ^ Servant 
wait upon bis Mafler^ and as the eyes of an Handmaiden looli^ uf 
to her Mijirefs V fo wait her eyes upon the Lord her God. And ho 
ddth fully refolve,8c determtoe,that God is the foul of the world, 
and N^rizrr but the body ; which maft be took onely in fenfufio* 
ridoy in a Bourifbing, and Rhetorical fenfe : that God is the foun* 
tain of Being, and Nature but the chanel ; that he is the Kernel 
of Beings znd Nature boc the ff^ell. Yet hei;ein Plato was de« 
fedive, that he did not cor reft, and reform the abufe of this 
word. Hature -, that he did not fcrue it op to^n higher,and more 
J]>iritual notion. For *tts very agreeable to the ciboic^^ , and 
fupremefi Being ; And the^ Apolik tells us of n MW #irirf . Se 
that 'tis rime at lengcb to draw the veil from Nature's face, and 
to look upon her beauty. 

And firft, ^is the ufual language of many, botli PhUofopbers^ 
and others^ to put Nature for Goi himfelf, or at leaft for theg«- 
fftral Providence of God ; and this, in the Scboolemens rough, 
'and uhpolifbd'd Latin^ is ftiled Natura n^turans ; thus Nature is 
took for that co»^/2»t 9 mdCatbolickPtovidence^ that fpreads its 
wings pvetall ^r^/2t^^ Beings^ and (brouds them under ks warm, 
and happy proieftion* Thus that elegant Moralifi^ fluiarob'y 
rpeaks more like to himfelf, then in his former Defcription; 

Nature kin all things accurate] andpunSualy Hie not defeSive nor 
parcimnious , nor yet fpr outings and lunuriant^ f And conlbnaoc 
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to this it that {ure Axiom $ Natura nihil facit frudri. Thus 
Cod fet up the world, at a fair, and goodly Clock, to flrlke in 
time^and to move in an orderly manner -, not by its own weights 
(^%Durand would have it ) but by frefti influence from bim- 
felf^by that inward, and intimate fpring ofimmedlate concoorfc^ 
that (hall *fupply it in a mofl; uniform , and proportionable^ 
manner. 

Thus God framed ihh great Organ of ihe world,he turned ifi 
yet not (b, as that it could play upon it felf, or make any Mtlick 
\ by virtue of this general compofure,( as Durand fanlies it ) but 
that it might be fitted, and prepared for' the 6nger of God him- 
felf,and at the prefence of his powerful touch might found forth 
the ptaifeof its Creatour , inamdftfweet, and harmonious 
manner. 

And thus Nature is that regular Liney which the wtfdom of 
*God himfelf ha's drawn in Being ; f^f^ 3^ » w ri!^%mi i^yf , n 
f uVif, as he fpeaks ; whereas that^ which ibey mlfcall'd fort^ne^ 
was nothing but a line fuller ofmndings^ and varieties. And, as 
Nature was afixed^ md ordinary kinde o( Providence j fo For-' 
tune was nothing, but a more abjhufe^ acul wyjieriousy and occult 
Vinde o( Providence : and therefore Fortw/f^ was not blinde as 
they falfely painted, and rcprefemed her 5 But they themfelve^ 
were blin4e,and could not fee into her. And in this fenfe that 
rpeech of that gravr Moralifl , Seneca , is very reiflarkaWe 5 

trovidentia^ Fatunti Natnra^Cafus^ Fortuna^ funt ejusdemDei 
varia nmina. 

But then, fecondly. Nature^ as *ds fcattered, and diftributed in 

particular Beings , fo Vis the very fame with Effence it felf; and 

>hcrefore Sfintuals^^^ they have their Effence^lo they h^ve their

/y adopted^ and ingrafted into Nature. Hence alfo oar ufual Idiom- 
Ca!lsago0^ Viffofitionz good Nature. Thus the. Morii/i/fi ex« 
prefs FirrM^f, or rtfff, that are deeply roo|ed, bythisteroi 

y And fo fome, and Grotim amongft the reS, wonld underftand 
that place of the ApoRle, D<k^snot even Nature it felf teach jou ^

^ fiife that interpretation ; and the learned Salmafim do^i l>btll 
gffant, and evince, that it cannot be meant of ^om there. 'And 
thus, having fcen what Nature is, 'twill be very eafie, in the next 
place, to tell you what the Lojp of Nature is. 



CHAP. IV.

BEforewecanreprefentontoyouthe LaiP -of Nature ^ yAi 
mud 6rft framei and fafluon in your minds the juft notion 
ofaLaiP in geniraU And Aquinas^ gives os this fbadowy re- 
prefentation of it ^ Lex efl quddam re^ula. & menfura^ Jecun^ 
dum quam inducitur aUquk ad agendum^ vel ah agendo retrahitur. 
But Juarez offended with the latitude of this Definition | and 
edeems it too fpreading, and comprehenGve, as that, which ex* 
jtends to all NaturaU , I, and to Artificials to j for they h 3 ve 
tegulas^ & menfuras gperationum. Thus God ha's fct a Law to 
the ffavesf aud a Law to the Windi\* nay, thus Clocks have their 
Lawi^ and Lutes have their Lawsy and whatfoever ha's the leaft 
appearance of in oti OM^ha's fome ri//^ proportionable to it. Where- 
as thefe workings were always reckoned to be at the mofl l^ut 
incUnationesy& fonder a^ and not the fruits of a legijlative povver . 
But yet the Afofik ?aul^ to ftsun the pride of them, that gloried 
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in tbe Law^ cjaUsfuch things by the name of L^nr, lu were moft o- 
dUusn and anomalous^ Thus he tells us of NiMO* ^a,ifdrit^ & N(f«9* 
ii^fU^if tbougb^n be properly ffpffitA. Thus he mentiotis L^- 
£f w Mgrnbr^rum^ the faxae, wbich tbe Scbalcmen call Lfgnu /a« 

{ ^ nd yet this is fure, that a rdtignal Crtature is onejy capable 
of aL^if, which if a i^or^^/r^/fr^iift^androcfnnot re^cbtothofe 
cbingj, that are necejjitaied to aft ad extremuw virium^ 
, And tfierefof e Svar^K do*s give us a more refined DefcriftioH^ 
when he cells u», thatX^x e^ mtpifura qujedant aduum moraliunty 
ita ur^ per ctmformitMm^diltam^ ktOhudinem marahm hahtams 
^J fi ah ilia difc^denf^ ehliquiftnU ^ h UlW i» fucb a juft, and 
" regular corning ^fAftions, as that, by .virtue of this, they may 
*^ confpire into a moral Mufick, and become very pleafanc , and 
** harmonious. Thus tlato (peaks oMich of that 'Ei/fi/J/iif*, & ^^e- 
^•rf*, that is in L/zw5, and in his fecond Book D^ Legibus he* 
do's altogether difcourfe of Harmony , and do»d infinitely prefer 
^f^^Jfly and imUiSudJdufuky -^hofc powerful , andpraftical 
ftrains ofgoodnefs, that fpring from a wcU-compofed fpirit, be- 
fore thofe delicious blandiflipents, thofe fc^c, and tranfient tou- 
ches, that comply wiib'fenfe,- and falute it in a more flattering 
manner x and be tells you of a fpiritual Oancingi that is anfwer- 
able to fo fwceta Muf^ckj^jiaihekird 9«?7*> ai^it^^U' Whilell 
the Loyps play inro»/orr,th6re is a (?^orKi*of wdbbrdeted affefti» 
ops^ that are raifed, and ekvatcd by them. 

And thus, z% ArtilotU well obfer»^es, fome L«i^; were wont 
to be put in Verfe^AoA to bs fang, like fo many pleafant O^^^hat 
might even charm the people intd obedience. 

•Tis true, that learned Pbilofopher gives this reafbnof it, they 
were put into Verfe^ p'lrits flui ImihdQ^flcut that they might remtwhir, 
them the better : but why may not this reafon alfo fliare with ifi 
that ihey might come wi^h a greater grace^and alturemenr, that 
they might hear them as pleauntly, as they would do the voice 
of a Vid^ot an Harf^x\^^t ha's Kktorict^enough to fiiiljand quiet 
ihe evil spirit ? But yet this do's not Efficiently paint out the ir* 
ing of a utWjto f^^y, that Yis oneFy reguU^ & wenfurai^nd Suarez 
himlclf is fo ingenuous^ as to tell us, that hexrannot reft fatis6ed 
with this DefcriptioHi which he drew but with a Cual^ as a Rudi- 
niem rather^ihena full pQrtraifture^nd therefore we'll give him 
' I fome 
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fome time to perfeft it, and to put it into ttioroiment Colotnrs. 

And, in the mean time, well look upon that fpecidstive Lav^- 
^ver, flato I mean, who was always new-modelling of Lan^s^ 
m^tol^ng Folitical I^^^ir in his miDde. 

Now yoa may ree-him gradually afcending, and climbing up 
to the Dcfcripiion of a Law by thefe four feveral fteps^and yet he 
do*i not reach the top^nd «*;«• of it neuher. Firft, he tells us, 
that Laws^re 'riN9(Atl^o^fA,fuchthifigs,a5are ifleemed fittings 
but becatjifc this might extend to all kind of Cufioms too, his (e- 
cond thoughts limu,and contraft ic more, and tell us, that a Law 
is aI>^ 'nihtmu Vecrettttn civitatk ; yet , becauCe the roafs, 
and biijk of people, the rude head, and undigefted lump of the 
multitude may feck to eftablifli to aS>a<« flr«r«^V, as he calls it , 
therefore he bethinks himfelf how to clarifie a L4ir,how to purge 
out the ^ro/ip from it, and tells us in the next place, that it is ^ , 
'ifT®' e^itff v#f<, inventio ejus^quod vere f/f,whci5e it is very remark- 
able what this fhilofopher means by t3 of, by which he is wont u* 
Cually to point out a Deitj , which is ftiled by Ariftotle h h-mr 
but it is not capable of this fenfe here ; for thus^Ltfui^i are not vi 
8ft®- c^dfcf »fw/<, but rather t5 SrT®- it/j h^th. Lex eji invemh^ vel 
doHutn Dei^ as the Oratour fpeaks. To op therefore in this place 
fpeaks thefe two tarticulars. 

I. T> 9f Wr for all rcQitudeWsi Beings and flows from the 
fountain of Being 5 whereas obliquities^ and irregularities are meer 
frivatidnsySLud non tntities \ and 'tis a notable Ipeech of P/tff 0, Ti 
fjfii afihr9iy.&' MBm^iMnif, the very fame expreflion, which the 
jipofilc gives to the Law ofGod^whca he calls it the rojat Law. 

2- T8 Si' implies ra^ffuj^ai^, every thin^, that is pro/f r<iWf, ha'g 
a being in it 5 but you can gather no fruit from a privation i there 
Is no fweetned^ in an obliquity^ and therefore a Law is an whol- 
fome mixture of jhat, that is jufi^ and profitable^ and this is ti/a®- 
Hfo'iiHt aiFlutarchfyeaks. Whereas turpe prtceptum non e{} lexy 
fed iniquitass iot obligation^ that's the very /orwi, and ^JJ^nc^ of 
zLawi Now every Law obligat in Nomine Dei -, but fo glorious^ 
a name did never binde to any thing, that was wicked 2yid une«* 
({Ual. Tlip Jtumff iJ^i ie ir«r / Uo/ty •>iA/^y, and that onely h 
countenanced from heaven. The,golden Chain of Law s^ 'tis tied 
to the chair of Jupiter y and a command is onely vigorous, as it 
ifliies out, either iiixiiediately, or remotely, from the great ^0- 
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vereign of the world. So that t) Sr, is the Cure bottomc.and foun* 
dacion of every Law. 

But then becaufe he had not yet exprefs'd, who were the com- 
f eteni fearches out of this ri hy therefore he tells you in the laft 
place,that Laws^re ^•Mnni (Tvyf^foun, \xrhich he clears by o* 
iher things 5 for Uretj^ rv>f^^/t«i1« are Urawi flfiui, 9c }4«m«- 
T6wc^ ^vJypifjL/nATA are ytt^fMreiw^i pifiui. And. he refolvef it into 
this, ibac in all true kmds of government there is Tome fuprem^ 
fower, derived from God himfelf, and fit to contrive Lamj and 
CoftjiimioHs agreeable lo the welfare, and happinefs of thofe , 
that are to be fubjeft to them i and[ti xftfT^ayi^ ( as he fpeaks} 
are the fitteft makers of Ltf»^. . ' si 

Yet yoo muft take notke here of ihefe two things. 

(0 That he had not lay ftrefs enough upon that binding vir- 
tue,.which is the very finew, tiay, the /i/J? , and foul of a Law, ' i 

(2) That thefe three Defcriftions^ r£ f^u^i\i.%an^ , </S>/u« ^SAi^f, 
9AM7/K#' ^t/>9.f<<fi|U«7«> intend oaely btmane han^Sy and (bare not | 

bojrdu£io the purer notion of a Law in generaU 

And, though^hat fame other bratich TBorxd- If i.'f i0'/( may 
feem to reach farther yet/tis too obrcurcjtoo much in the clouds, 
10 give a clear manife^ation of the nature of a Law. And yet 
Ariflitle do's not in this fupply fUtp\ defefts, but feems rather 
to f^r:ifhrafc upon thefe Defcripttor!? of bumatte Laws, and tells . 
in more enlarged language, that, *0 ySpt®- tiif i hiy®- mtzttdvO^ 
HfltS* if^uyUp K$ifUJ m\%tci^ fjunftSmf 7i»( J^i* 'metMm Ixiir*. 
Where yet he cannot poflibly mean,that every tndividuum (hould 
gi^c his f ifFrage ; but certainly the refre[tntative confent of the ^ 
whole will content him. 

But /fee thefe antient Philofophers are not fo well furoKb'd,^ 
but that we muft return to the S^hiJemtn again^who by this time 
have lick'd their former Defcniptions iiKo a mcyre comely form* 
We will look upon Aquinas his, firft. • 

Ltx ( faith h^ ) eHordinatio rationis ad hmnm commune ah eo^ 
qui cur am hahet Communhatis^ffomtdgata, •" It is a rational ()r- 
^'dinance for the advancing of pubfick good, made known by 
*^ that power, which ha's care,and tuition of the publick. 

/Vnd Suarez his pifture of 4 Law, now that Ms fully drawn, 
hath much the (ame afpeft. Lex eH commune frjeceftunt ^jajium^ 
Mjiakikj fuffxienur fromulgatum. A Law k a fnblick ^^w»- 
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mand, ajufif and immovable c$mmand^ lifting uf its voice likf a 
Trumfet : and, in refpeft of the Law- giver, tnough it do praifup* 
pnere aHum ifrtelUdns^ as all ads o( the Will do ; yet it do*s/or- 
mallj cQVi&Mn aSu voluntatii I not the Vnderfiaiiding^hixi the 
Willoi a Law* giver makes a Law. But in rdfpeft of hinf, riiac 
is fubjeft to the Law/ it do's conlift in adU rati^nisi 'ds required 
oilely, that he (hould know it ; not in aQtt voluntaxUy itdo'snoc 
depend upon his obedience. T|ie want of his WiH h not enough 
to enervate, and invalidate a Law,when 'tis made ;all Laws then 
woukl be abrogated every moment. His Will indeed is required 
to the execution, and fultiliing of the L»w, not to the validity , 
and-exiftence of the Law : and thus all the Laws of Go J do not 
at all depend upon the will of man, bur upon the power^ and will 
of the Law/gtverr Now in the framing of every Law there^ it 
to be • ^ 

I. Intentio boni communis ^ and thus that Spe^ of C^iriff ^^^4 
Vtilitasjufti fr^pe mater^ & aqui , if it be took in this (enfe, is 
very commendable : whereas in that other fenfe ( in which 'tis 
thoqght he meant it) ic is not fo much as tolerable. Larp- given 
(hould fend out Laws with OUve-branches in their mouths , they 
(hould t>e fruitf^l^ and peaceable ; (hey fhould drop fweetneU 
and facne 8 upon a Land« Let not then Brambles make Laws for 
Trees ', left they (cratch them > and tear them, and write their 
Laws in blood. Bac Law givers are to fend om Laws , as the Sun 
fiioots forth his beams^mitib healing under their wings : and thus 
that elegant Moraltji^ Plutarch fpeakf . ^ God ( faies he ) is an« 
^^^ry with them, that counterfeit his Thunder, and Lightningi 
^i ^utifleph i Kifiwvopy ireieuPAPt his ScepteXy Md his Thunder^ 
" bolt^ and his Trident^ he will not let them meddle with thefe. 
<^4ie do's not love they (honld imitate him in his abfolute domi- 
c^ nion,and fovereignty; but loves to fee them darting out ihofe 
^c warm, and amiable, and cherifting iitlif$»Kieu ihok beamings 
'! out of Juffice, and Goorfnefs, and Clemency. And as for Laws, 
they (hould be like fo many green^ andpleafant Paftures, into 
which ihefe ^jrufMti hmSp are to lead their ^ocfei,where'they may 
feed (weetly, and fecurely by thofe refrefliing ftreams (^Jufiice , 
thatr»ii down likg water^ and Righteoufnefs likf a mighty Torrents 
And this confideration- would fweep down many cobweb-Laws^ 
thatargae oqely theyenome, andrubtiUyof theo^ thatrpin* 

them 
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theoi 'y this would fweep down tnaoy an AchitofbtVs web , and 
'many an Hamaffs web , many an Herod's web ,^ every Sfidcft 
web, that fpreads Laws pnely for the catching, and entangling of 
weaker ones* Such Law-givers are fie to be Domitian'% play- fel- 
lows, that made ic his Royal fport, and paflime to catch f //fi,and 
infult over fhein^ when he had done. Whereas a Law (hould be a 
Staf for a Common-weahh to lean on,& not a Keed to piercelt * 
through. Laws (hould be cordi of love,not nets^md fnares. Hence 
it is, that thofe Laws are mofi radicaljand fundamental,that prin- 
* qipally tend tQ the conferyation of the vhaUy and ejfentials o{^ 
Kingdom j and thofe come neareft the Law of God himfelf, and 
are participations of chat eternal Law , which is the fprfng, and 
original of all inferiour, and derivative. Lawn TS «ak-« Ihjul 
miif-m fi yS/MfM, as flato fpeaks $ and there is no fuch publick 'be- 
nefit, as that, ^^hich comes by i^awi ; for all have an equal inte- 
reft in them, and priviledge by them. And therefore, as Ariftotle 
fpeaks moft excellently , Ni/u@- ir/ rvi «iyab of igto^. A Law is a 
pure intelleU , not onely ipithout a fenfitive appetitei but without 
a mil, 'TIs pure judgement without affeftions,a Law is iinpar- 
tiai, and makes no faftions ; and a Lav^ cannot be bribed, though « 
z Judge vf^dif. And that great PA//o/«pfcfr do's very well profo- 
cute this 5 *' If you were to take Fhjfick, ( faics he ) then indeed 
<^ 'cis ill being determined by a Book, 'cis dangerous taking a 
^ prinfcd Recipt^joo had better leave it to the breaft of the f i^- 
-*^ ficiany to bis skill, and advice , who mindes your health , and 
^< welfare, as being moft for hisgain^ and credit. But Jn point 
^^ of Juftice the cafe is very different ^ you had better here de- 
^^ pend upon a Rule^ then to leave it to the arbhrary power of a 
^^ j»^gf c ^^0 '^^ ufually to decide a controverfte between two ; 
*' and, if left to himfelf, were apt td be fwayed, aAd biafled by 
^^ feveral interefts, and engagements^ which might encline him to 
^' one, more then another. Nay, now that the re h zfix^d R ule^ 
an immoveaile Lifir, ^et there is too much partiality in the applW 
cation of it y how much more would there be, it there were no 
KiTiSratall? 

^ But the truth is, tht Judge (hould onely follow the ultimum & 
fraUicum diSantet^legks his Will^ like a caca fotentUy is to follow 
(he n&viffinium lumen fMrr//«£f»i^ofdiisNii^, thacis to rule, and 
guide him; and therefore JuHicey^^a painted blinde^ though if fa

is Co beauiifuij as that ic^ins, and allures, and thus, conftrains to 
obediencp« . .

certain ) 1 leave the Lawyers^ and Scholemen to difpute it. Thif

HAvmg thus look' J upon the being of a Law In general^ we 
now cotne to theTpring, and original of all LaWs^to the cter* 
nalLatPj that fountain of Law , ouc of which you may fee the 
LaiP of Nature bubbliog , and flowing forth to the fon» of men. 
For, a« Aquinas AoH very well tell us, the Law of Hotur^ istio- 
thing but fartitifatio LegU atetns in ^ationali ZYeaxuTa^x\xt copy* 
ingoutoi the eternal Law\ and the imprinting ofitupon the 
breaft of a Rational Being , that eternal Law was in a .manner m* 
carnated in the Law of Nature^ • 

Now this eternal Law^ it is not really diftingaiflied from God 
himfelf. For Nil eft ah dterno^ nifi ipje Dem ^ fo t\hi 'tis much 
of thefame nature wlththofe Decrees of his , and that Provi- 
dence, which was nwake from everlafting^ For, as God; from aU 
eternity, by the hand of infinit wifdom , did draw the feveral 
faces, and lioeaments of Being , which he meant to fhew in time: ^ 
So he did (hen alfo contrive their feveral frames with fuch limits, 
and compafs, as he meant to fet them ; and faid to every thit^ 
Hither fhalt tW>u go, ani no farther. 

This the Platonijh wotild call iJioi W ri^wv, and would wil- 
lingly head fuch honourable Titles a»chefe upon ir, 'O »(ft€h eeV- 

•*M®"» ori^®" 9mf4iA7iKif, and the greateft happiness the other. 
Laws can arrive unto is ihis^ that they be No/a«i <r«Atu«r7fr, ^' 
ifirsf « wTi^, wii«i/?ri»g , and fubfervient Laws^ waiting upon 
this their Rojal Law Sxi«< piftMf Or, as they would choofe to 
ffife them, N«^##/iJV, fome fhadows^ and appearances of this 
bdght,and glorious Law, Or,at the beft,they would be efieemed 
by them but Ni/tit / lyfrnt, the noble of-^ring , and progeny of 
Laws 5 bleffiog ibU womb^ that bare tbem^ and this breaft , that 
gave them fuc\* 

And thus the Lawp{ Nature would have a double portion V 
asbeingLfAjprimogfifit^, ihtfirfthotnoi this eternalLaw , zwA 
the beginning ofii'sftrength.

Thus, as the 5cibolfiiffji fay vcu'y. well, OwM^ lexpartici'" 
pitta fupfonit legem per effemianu Every iiivf rf/ffo/i fuppoCcs a 
Heal^hom whence it caine 5 cvd^ rirjf of //gibipiit you in minde 
of a Svn^ from which it fhines. Wi(dom, and Power, thefe are 
the chief ingredients into a Law^now where do's Wi(Hom dwelF, 
bm in the head ofa Deity > and where do*i power triumpbsbuc 
in the arm of Omnipotency ? 

A Law is iMim i?x eefebrn Javis Mdit is not brachium f£eu* 
latiy batcxUjiej thatoHiftmaintani it, Q^rea humane hawi have 
their virtue radicaliter^ & remote ( as the Scholes fpeak) from ihis 
eternal Ldv^. Thtfs ihat f<ifl90U») and moft reliowned Oratour.zi^d 
Vatriot ( T«//jf I mean ) do's moft admirably expreft the linage , 
and defcent of Laws in thU golden manner, Hancvedeo S^apienfij'^' 
pmorufn fuiffe fententiam$ Legem neque himiHum ingtmis excogi^ 
tutam^neiiue fcitwn altquod ^e Popuhruvhs fid aternjim quiddanty 
quod univerf urn miiH'ium regeret^ imferandi^ prohihendique fapien* 
Un^ hh principem lilam Legem , & nltimatn ^nrntem , dicebant 
omnia tittione aut cogent ki^ ant vetanfis Dei, which I (hall thus 
render;; Wife men did evir look^ PponaLaw, not as on afpari^ 
firnck^from humane JntelleduaU-i ncft blorpa «/>, or kjndltd with po^ 
fular breatky but they thought it an eternal light (hiningfrbm God 
bimfelfiirraiiatingyguidingi and ruUngtbe whole Vniverfe\ wojl 
fweetfyi, and ptwerfully difcovering what ways were to be chofen^ and 
what to be refufed. And the mind of God himfelf 5s the centre of 
Laws, from which they were drawn, and into which they muft 
return* 

Thus alfo that florid Moralifi^ Plutarch^ lefolves all Law and 
Juftice, into thatPrimitive^ and eternal LaW) even Cod hia>fe1f, 
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for even thus he tells us, JuSiC€{ faies heya'i mf mely fit /% a 
Qoeen at the right band $f Jupiter, v^ben be is upon bis Tbrcne^but 
Jhe it ahfijs in bis bofom^ ana one with bimjelfh and he clofes it op 
wiih this. Thai Goi bimftlfis ^ ft^r irf irjIiJTAT®-, i^ tixwS. 
T«7@-.As he is the mojl Antient ofDajs^ fo alfo he is the moft an- 
tient ofLawi 9 as he is the ferfeQUn oiBeinp , fo is he alfo the 
Kvle 'of operations. 

Nor muft I let flip that Paflage of Plato , where he calls a La vir 
lh& aKitiflapPy the f^oldtnSceper^ by svhich God himfelf rules, 
and commands ^ for, as all true GAverfiment ha'sa bright^^mp 
of divine Sovereignty fa every true Law ha*s a pUin fuferfcription 
of his Jufiice. Laws are anointed by God himfelf, and moft 
precious Oil drops down upon them to the s\irts of a Nation ^ • 
znd xHe Law of Nature h^d tbe Oii of gladnefs poured out upon it 
above iti felf^s. v 

So then, that there is fuch a prime, and fupreme Law is clear, 
and unquellionable \ but who is worthy to unfeal, afid open thta 
Law? and who^an fufficiently difplay the glory of it >: 
We had need of a lAofes^ that could afcend up into the Mount^ 
and converfe with God himfelf, and yet when he came down^ 
he would be fain to put a veil upon his face^ and upon his expref-^ 
pons too, left otherwife he might too much da^Ie inferiour un** 
derftandin^st but, ifthe^^db^/^meiiwiilfatisfieyou, (and you 
knowfomeof them are ftiled Angelicaly And Seraphic alj^o^ 
(h4H hear, if you will, what theyi fay to it. 

Now this Law, according to them , is Mterna quadam rath^ 
fraSica totius di^^fijionis^ & gubernationis Vniverfi. ' Tis an eter-^ 
nal Ordinance made in the depth of Goi* s infinite wifdom^and couh^ > 
fetlyfor regulatings , and governing of the whole World 5 which;yee 
liad not its binding virtue in refpeft of God himfelf, who ha*s aU 
ways the full, and onreftrained liberty of bis own effenct^ which 
is foinfifitte, as that it cannot bmde tt felf , and which fieeds no 
Law; all gQodneO,an(^ perfeftion being fo intrinfecal^^nd effential^ 
to ic:but it was a binding determination in reference to the crea* 
ture, which yet,tn refpeft of all irrational Seiii/{^,did'onely fortf 
per irtclinar^'ibat^io refpeft of Ratidnals^it do's formaliter obligare^y 
- By this great, and glorious Law every good aftion was com« 
matiiled, and ail evil was difcountenanc'd, arid forbidden from e* 
verlafting. According to this righteous Law all rewards, and 
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puniflimencs were diftribaced in the eternal thoughti of God. At. #*' 

tbi comniand of this Law all crtatei Beings took thdr (everal 

ranks, and ftations,and put theofelvei in fuch operations, as were 

beftagreeable,and conformable CO their B^iifgx* By this Law all 

ejfences were ordained co their ends by moft happy, and conveni* ' 

enc means* The life, and vigqur of this Law fprang from the 

WiR'ofGodhimfelf , from the yoluntary decree of that eternal 

Law-giver, minding the publick Welfare of Btiitg i who , when 

there were heaps of varieties ^ and pofllibilities in his own moft 

glorious thoughts, when he could have made fuch, or fuch 

Worlds, in Ihi^, or that manner, in this, or that time, with fuch , 

and fuch fpecics^th^t (hould have had more,oc fewer individuals 

as he pleated, with fuch operations,as he would allow unto them; 

he did then reieft,and pitch upon this way,a]nd method Jn which 

we (ee things now confticuted , and did binde all things accord^ 

ing to their federal capacities, to ab exaft, and accurate obferva- 

tionofft. 

So that by this you fee how thofe tterHal Idias in the minde of 
God, and this tternal Law do differ. I fpeak now o( Ideas not 
in a Flatonicallenceyhvkt in a ScboUliical^(un\e($ they both agree, 
as fome would have iheni^For Idea tfi pffibilium^ Lex tamiw 
futurorHm. God had before him the piSure of every pojfrbiljtj , 
yet he did not intend to binde ^poffibility , but onely a futuriiy, 
legdes , Idein^ ihey were fituated onely in the und€rflandi)ig of 
God 5 whereas a Law ha's force, and efficacy frcm his wilt ; ac- 
carding to that much commended Saying, In Ccclejii & Angeltca 
curia voluntas Dei Le:^eji.' And then an Wr^f do's wagisjefpice* 
re artificem^ it ftays there where firft it was ; but a Law, do's fo* 
iiusfefpkerefubditunt,^ it^cadU for the obedience of another : as 
Suarez d6's very well difference them. 
Neither yet is this eternal Law the fame with the Providence of 
God, though that be eternal alfo^ But, as Aquinas fpe^ks, Lfx 
fe bahet ad Providentiam^Jicui friiKipium generate ad p articular e f 
conclufmes 5 or, if you mW^Sicut pif/tipia prima praSica ai pru: 
dfntiam : his itieaning is this,that Providence is a more proftual, 
and particular application of this binding rule^ and is not thttaw 
itfelf^ but t\\^ Superintending power, which looks to the execw 
tion^ and accompiiihment of it ; or, as the moft acute Suarez ha*i 
it 9 Lex dicit jm in 9ommuni conftituttrnx trovidentia di* 
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Befides, n Ltfur , in Us drifts and peculiar notion 9 do's oncly 
reach to rational Beings \ whereas Providentia do^ extend^ and 
fpreaditfelf over aH.But that,urbich vexes the Scholemen moSi^ 
is this, that they, having; required fromvlgatioma aneceffary 
condition to the ntiftence of a hay , yet they cannot very eaijiy 
flbew how this fUrn^lLawHtioyM be publifb'd (sc^m ^verlaBing. 
But t be moft fatisfadory accbnnt, that can be given to that f is 
this, that other Law-givers being very voluble, and mutable be- 
fore theirnfiW^, and iri// be fully , and openly declared, they 
may have a puffofe indeed , but it cannot; ke ei)eero>d aL^r^srv 
But, fir God tbtre being no variahlenefs^ nor fhadowo] turning^ this 
bis Law da's a binding virtue, as foon as it ha^s a Beings yet fo ai 
that it do^s not aSttally^ and forntally oblige a Creature, till it be 
made known unto it, either by fome revelation from God him* 
(eK, which is poflible onely, and extraordinary v -or elfe by the 
mediation of fome other Law, of the Law of Nalure^ which !& 
the ufual, and conftant way^ that God takes for the promulga* 
tion of this his eternal Law, For that f^9* yesf^^y (hat facred 
Manufcriftj which is writ by the fittger of God himfelf in the: • 
hdart of man, is a plain tranfcript of this original Law,(b far as ic. 
concerns man's welfare. And this you fee do^s moft dire^ bring 
me to fearch out the Law ofNatMfe* 
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of the Law of Nature in gener.dl^ iu.fuVjeSl^ 
andnature.

But none of thefe ends ate applyable to fenfuive Creatkrest 
for there is no more fatisfaElion to ftiftice in infliding an evfli 
upon theoii then there is in the ruining of inanimate Beings^ in 
demolifliing o( Cities, or Temples for Idolatry*^ which is onety 
for the good of them , that can take notice of it; for otberwife, 
as that grave Mordijl^ Seneca^ has. tt, ^an^^ultum efi his 
ir^i, qtut iramnoflram nee weruerunt^ nee ftntiunt: No fatif- 
faaion is to be had from fuch things, as are not apprehenfive of 
Punilhment. And therefore Annihilation, though a great tnk 
yet wants this fting , and aggravation of a P.unifcmcntj for a 
Creatttre is not fenlible of it. 

Much lefTe can you think, that a Funtftiment has any power to 
mend^or mtWort^ttfenfitive Beings^ or to %\st Example to othen 
amongft then). * 

By ail this yon fee, that aniongft zWirraiienal Beings there ta 
so Vtf^tftf , and therefore no i^iofii^, and therefore no rmmai 
from whence it alfo flows, that the L^ of Nature is butit upon 
Reafon; ' 

There is fome good fo proportionable, and nutrimental to the 
Being of man, and fome evil fo venemous, . and deftradive to his 
^atHre^z% that the Good of Nature does fufficiently antidote yZnd^ 
forrifie himagainft the one, and does maintain, and fweecen his 
Mff^nce with the other. There is fo much Harmony in fdme 
adioni, as-that the Soul muft needs dance at theai; and there is

more then tUs, did not efficacioully prevaile with them for their 
due conformity, and full obedience to NdtnnV Lop-^ fucb t 
fi»gli €erdz% this will eafily be broken. 

Yet there is fome truth in what they fay*, for thus much is vifi- 
ble^ahd apparent, that there is fuch a Mngmficdl ftwer in fome 
good, as muft needs allure^and aitrad a Ratitmal Aing-^ there is 
fuch a native Fairnefi yfach an intrinfecal leivtlinefs in fome ol^eSs^ 
as does not depend upon an external command , but by its owa 
worth muft needs win upon the S$ul:ztid there is fucb an infepa- 
rabie dcjermitj^ and mali^mtj in fome evil, as that Reafon muft 
needs loach it, and abominate it. 

Infomuch as that, if there were n<v£^or, or Centmand^^ttz 
Motional Sjtingt of its own accord,, out of meer love, would e« 
fpoufe ic felf to fucb an njn/Vr^/^ good, 'twould dafp, and twine 
about fuch a precious ttjefllzod^^ibnt were not the lead checl^ 
or prohihition;yet^ in order to its own welfare«'c would abhor^and

•^T^ His Law oi Nature, having a firm, andunftiaken Foundaci* 
J on in the nlcefskj^ and convemm^ of icfr materJaU, becomeii 
/(7r904i^ valid/and vigorous by tfaemind^, and command oi the 
Supreme Laji^ngiv^r. So as that all the firen^tb , and nerves,^ and 
binding virtue of this Zuir are rooted, and faften'd paaly in the 
exceiencj^ and equity of the commands themfeives*. But they 
principally depend upon the Soytteigntyj and^ Authority of Ged 
himfeif, thus contriving , and commanding the welfare of 
hkGreature^ and tivsindogz Rational Natm to tfae.faRper- 
fedionofit^ fftf/if^. This is the rife, and original of all that 
ctligatiin, wbich-is in the Law o( Nature. But the fubliJhing^^tiA 
maftifefiation o( this L^ which mart give notice of all this, docs' 
fioi^from' that heaeuenlj Btame^ which God has darted'into the 
SmtoiUm,^ from the Candled the Lord^ which t^od has' lighe* 
ed up^ for the difcovery of his own X4v/ •, irom that inttlkaual 
c/^ which God has framM, and made exa<ftly proportionable co 
thisLighp.

Gofpel. And this Qiould be done inlfiiitablewajr, chiefly im- 
provii^ that excellency which God hath entrufiod them with- 
all, andin a proportionable way; for to vfbom much is given , of 
them much is required^ As God doth ^Msffi yo^^^p* difpence 
his gifts in proj^rtioo ; fo he looks fQ£4Qim(u:03tciliei]taLihe(p 
according to a geometrical proportion. Two men may ^ve up 
their account^the one that has done leflc good with greater joy,

^o.io.fFbiit among you that feamb tbi Lord tbat walk^th in darl^* 
mfsiand hath not ligit^ltt bifntruji in the Name of the Lord » and 
fiay ufodhis God'^ fome may tto\y fear God^ and yet wdk^in darhc 
nefsy^nA have no lighr,not the leaft glimpfe o(Affurance,no beam 
of Gods fivourable countenance, yet let him trtifi in the L$rd^ 
andjiajihimfelfufcnhisGod. He may do this, though he has no 
light ; he may m ih iply dif eft aAs, though he has no reflex afts. 
And here he may lay all the ftrefs of his (al vaiion, lean upon the 
grace of God in Chrift,and with a fweet recUmbqncy reft hioi^ 
telf upon his God. 

And this Coniideration maydrengthen many a bruifed Reed, 
and re?ive many a drooping fpirit, who for the prefentdo not; 
know that they believe, their cafe may be good ba all thtii 
Thou may^ft be a true Believer, though thou art but a weak Be4 
liever -, nay, though thou think thy felf no Eeliever ; 1 do not 
fpeak this, that any (hould reft in this condition^ no, this were 
agatnft the Text ; Ail muft give diligeme t# makf tbeir Calling 
and EleQian fure : And a Chriftiaa can have little or no q jiei^till 
he attain to Aflurance. 

And thus you have feen the Nature of AlHirance^, we (hall in 
the next place prove, That a Chriftian may be affur'd of his fal^ 
vation* 

i.Ahejfe ad foffe. Many a Chriftian has been, and is aflfured of 
liis(aIfation« Scarce any en^nent Cbrtftian in the whote Book 
of God, bat has fet his Teal to this truth, by his own particular 
experience. This is To clear^ as the adveriaries themfelves caAnoc 
deny, but that miiny choice ones have had a full and iatisfyinig 
light fpriogirig in upon their foul ^and cleariilg their eternal con- 
dition to them. But they fay 'ds by way of extraordinat^y Reve* 
lation, a fpecial Privibdge vouchfafed to Tome few. of Gods 
,choi<^fl Worthies by a rare indulgence. But this is fp^en gtaxh^ 
and is comnary to the prefent experience of many thdufsrMi of 
Chriftians^ i John 5. 1 5. The very drift of St. Johns Eplftle^ is, 
that Chriftianstnigbt have Aflurance.. And befides, ifaofe'^^i- 
uni$ by. which Chrifiians attain to Afluraoce, are common coaJl':

Faith does of its own accord raife and advance It felf to AC* 
dirance, and that by reafon of the applying and appropriating 
verttie which is in it % 'tis Faiths Idiom, My Lord; and my God ; 
% a fweet Monopoly it engrofles all to its lelf ; and yet leaves 
enough for others. Now a man th^t ftrongly gra(ps a Jewel in 
fa I haid , icnows that he has it ; the hand of Fakh layes hold 
on CbrHi,and Icnows that it receives him ; fo the want of 
Aflurance in a Believer, does meerly flow from the weaknefs of 
tFaith 9 for though it be true^hac tp beBeve, and to Imow that I 
\ . believe. 
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believe^be tV9o diftinft A£^i; yet this yoa muff know 8e obfervc, 
riiat the ftrength and cfearaefi of a direft AA, will nece^rily 
infer a reBex Aft«Tbore truths which f do dearly and eyidemly 
know, t alfo know that I know them. And that which 1 ftrongly 
believe, I know that I believe it;(b the wane of A^urance comes 
from the imbecillity of Faith. And the Papifts that placeFatth on* 
ly in a meer aflent, nay well deny Affbrancesfor they take awav 
that clafping and cloftng power by which it Qiould unite it felf 
with Its objeft. 

3. From the Nature of the Promifes;for this is the drift of the 
Proroifet(a8tisf/^ir.^. i^.')'fhat :tbe Heirs of Promife might 
baveftrofig CmfdationxHo^^ Believer can have but weak and 
unftable comfort without Aflurance. What if Ml the Glufters of 
Canaan were latd on an heap ? What if ail the Cordials of the 
Gofpel ivere ftraiii^d into oite Cup > were the foul any thing the 
better if it fauft on!^ Tantalize, fee them^ and want them? What 
Tweetnefs can a Chriftian draw from a Promife^till he knows that 
it betongf^unto him ? Will this enrich a man, to know that there 
are Pearls and Diamonds in the World > Will this (actsfie a faint« 
Ing Ifraelite^ to know that there is zCanaan^ a Land that Bowes 
with milk and honey, although ( it may be ) he fhall ne're come 
neef 't ? Nay^is it not a greater fting ana vexation for the foul to 
thir^, I kiiow there are pure fountains and pleafant -ftreams^ but 
yet I may die with thirft> th^re are fpiritual dainties, and prect* 
ous deiicaciesi, but I am not fore to have one taiie of them^ many 
a Promifelooks with a plea(ant and propitious eye, but^tisnot 
ixt upon iny foul^fo diat tate away a ChriAians intereft and pro- 
priety in a Promife,and what becomes of his Confolatton ? God 
has given his Word, his Oath,his Seal, his Earneft,and all to this 
very end, that a poor Chriftian may be atfliir'd of his falvation ^ 
that he might have ftrong and vigorous confolation; fo that to 
deny him this, is to annihilate the Word of God, to fruftrate the 
bath of God,to evacuate the Seal ofGod^ 8c as much as hi them 
lies,to make him bfe his Earneft^nd to lea^ the foul in an intri* 
cate and pe rplex^t condition.

There's noneybac if he fearch and examine his own foul in a 
firlft and impartial tmnner^may know whether he be fincere and 
cordialor no. There^s none but may icnow (he general frame 8c 
temper ot his fptrit^ i Cor^i.w.Wbo k^owstbe things 9f a man^ 
but tbiffirit of a man tbatk in bim ? The Teftimony of Con* 
fcience is certain and infallible. Many a wicked man by (his xi a(^ 
fuf'd, that for the prefenc he is in a mi(erablc and dainnaUe con* 
didon; he knows certainly that as yer he is out of the; Covenant^ 
and hence many times there are lightning flaOies of lerrour flie 
in bis face, the very fparks of Hell compafs him about. Dees not 
thy Condolence often tell thee, O prophane wretch, that as yet 
thou art a Child of wrath, and galloping to Damnation with a 
fuUCariere? why then may not the heart of a Chriftian tell 
him as cenainly, that he is a child cf God by Adoption, and an 
Heir of ProiT>i(e f nay, rpeak,OChrifiian^ where ere thou an, 
and fpeak aload, that we may hear thee ; does not ihine own 
(bill tell thee that thou art ina (ure and happy condition > fo fure 
as $athing (hall he abk to feparate thee from the love of God in Cbrijl 
Jefm our Lord. Why are Chriftians fo often en)oyn*d flrt*^'f#«f^ 
J^xxf<f'^fofy to try their own hearts, to(earch their fpirits, if thai 
after ail th^tr d t>gence they can't tell what to think of them "i 
All uCes of Examination were vain and frivoloes, which yet are 
the very life and fpirits of preaching. And Amoi tells us of a 
dontm difcrettQnis^ which Cbriftians have, by which ihey can 
difcern true grace from counterfeit. Thereare certain Keiria^^ 
by y(;hich ihey may difiinguifl) them^nd judge oftbem in them- 
telVf^, though not in others ci;rtaiBly« Oh' B ^ 

If 4iHhus by the Teftimony of Confcience igay know their ^ *' 
own frame of Spirit, whether they be apt^ht or no ; whj^ theii 
are not all true Chriftians aflut'd of their (alvacion f what have 
they not their conlciences and heant about th^QlD > 

1 . Many are not (ufEciently acquainted witj^beir own fpiritr, 
they donot keep fo ftrift a watch over themfelves, they are not 
vertl in their own hearts,they don't try andfearch their wayes, 
ihey have rjches and a treafure,and do not know it. 

2. It is in fo great and weighty a matter : Eternity does Co a- 
maze and fwallow up the thoughts, as that they are rejady to 
tremble^where they are certain 4nd fecurej A man on the top oC.

As when the Promife of remtffion of fins, and life e veiiaftitig by 
Chrift is generally propounded in the Miniftry of the Word: the 
holy Ghoft do's particularly apply it to tlie heart of fuch a one^ 
and does feabupthe Promife to the foul; That when Faith

What if one man 
take Copper for Gold , mufl all men do fo too > One mans folly 
and vanity does not at all hinder anothers Affurance. 

2* The Spirit comes with a convincing Beam,Light (liews both 
it Celfand other things too$ the Sun by its glorions beams doea 
paraphrafe and comment upon its own glittering Eflfence ; and 
the Spirit difplayes himfelf to the foul,and gives a full raanifofia- 
tion of bis own prefence. The (bul knows the afpeft pfthe Spi- 
rit, better then we do the face of a friend. The light of a pre- 
. fumptuons wretch. Is like a bb2>i^ Comer^and does but portend 
his mine : it carries a venemous and malignant influence in it ; 
and the light of an hypocrite is but a flafli, and corufcauon, very 
brief and tranfient. A man may Ibotier take a glow- worme for 
the Sun^ than an experienced Chrifttan can take a falfe delufion 
for the light of the Spirit.

They allow men a little brief 
Aflurance fpr one moment, a heve fnJgnr, a little corufcation 
of joy, chat onely (hew$ it felf that ic may vanifii aB(l 4ii^PP^^^« 
Tbelammeof their meaning amounts to thus much*. For:tbac 
moment that thou art in the Hate of grace, thou may'd befure 
ofl'cbac thou canft noc be fare tbat the next momenc ebon (hale 
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be m tbe ftate of grace. As if a Cfariftian were oncly a ball of 
iortune to be colt up and downac berpleafure.And indeed they 
ilnake grace as voluble and uncertain, as ever the Heacheif did 
fortune. And if they would fpeak out, grace with them \%Ya 
vitnA,(\u4t dfitn ffhnd^t frangitur. And va/aglorU with them arc 
little better then vafafiBUta: they can dalh them in pieces like a 
Potter^ vcfl'el , and then make no more ol it than £/?ifleri» ac 
the breaking of a pitcher. "Ep I9 y^voM^aff, tis bu* a ufual thing^^ 
H^die vidi fragilem frangi.Yain men that think the grace of God 
as mutable and unconftant as they themfelves are, that cam e- 
move men From heaven to hell as often as they pleafe, that with 
a daring pen can blot names out of the book of Life, and reverie 
the feal of heaven when they lift. This muft needs ftrike ac the 
root of Affurance, and leave the foul in fuch fad doubts as thefe. 
Tis true,! am how feeding upon the milk and honey of the land 
ofCanaan > but I may return to the Wild^rneffe again , to the 
bondage of £gjpt again. Tis true, I am now a Temple of the 
Holy Ghoft ; but ho w foon may I become a prifon, a dungeon , 
the receptacle of every unclean fpirit/ What though 1 be now a 
veffel of honour,bow foon may I become^^a veffcl of wrath.? and 
though 1 be for the prefent in the loving handsoi a Saviour, yec 
I may be to morrow in the unmerciful paw of the Lion. Pray tell 
us now, has the foul any great fccutity all this while.? are the 
friends of God nofurer of his love than thus.? Tis happy for 
Chriftians, that tis not in tbe power of thele men 5 no, nor of all 
the powers of darkneffe, to put a period to their joy> no, not 
to put the leafl: comma or interruption to it. No,they may as foon 
dethrone the majefty of heaven it felf,they may afii^on pluck the 
Crown from his head^ and wreft the golden Scepter out of his 
hand: nay, they may affoon pluck out the AppI^ of bis eye, they 
may affoon annihilate a Deity, as pull thee out of his hands; as 
fob him of one of bis Jewels.

little beauty from the face > and perhaps bis hand makes reftttuti^ 
on^ reftocing it again in the pidnre, and that's all you can expied 
of bimsnay^tiswellif be perform fo much: .As for the expccp 
(ion of vitals, or the reprefentation of effentials, tis ultra Feni^ 
dUumi fo tbiathe muft let this altine forever.

Tis eafier painting o6faces then of- hearts.. Men in an unrcge- 
nerate condition, can*t know what Affurance is^ till their hearts 
be cbanged,or unielTfc they could nsadt be hearts of Gods people.

There if no G$dj becaulie be ; j^ddno 
communion with him.fae did not ' attend upon hitsu Tbus others 
deny that there is any fuchrweetneile in the wayes of God,:be-

In Mofick, what though there be never ftrcb variety of graces, 
fttch inarticulate elegancies, fucb f<rft,and filken touches^, fuch 
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qo'ick ft'mgs and pleafant rcliihes, (ucb cnufical ampltficaciorifji 
aod flouri<hes, fucb nimble tranfitions and delicious clofes; yotti 
Icarce convince a deafman of all this; till you can give him biS 
bearing. Or fnppofe a blind man (houid obflinacely deny tbac 
there were a Sun«» truly I cant tell how you could well convince 
him,unlei1e you could give bin) an eye, or elfe perfwade bimtbac 
be is defe Ai V e in fome what which others have. To f peak of Af- 
(urance,and the voice oi the Spirit to fon)e,is but to fpeak Riddles 
and Paradoxes. Here I have told you much of Light, and Beams^ 
and Glory- 1 bad as good told fome of yon, ofclouds. andlha^ 
dows, and darknefle. I have fpoke much to you of the fruits and 
dufters ofCanManyhzd I not as good have fet before fome of yon 
briars and thorns, would you not have had as much fweetneik 
in them? I nere prom'tl'd you to (hew you the Mamuti for 1 told 
you 'twas hidden: yet v^e have told you the things which we 
Dave feen and known, and ^hat we hare tafted of the Word of 
Life^ and that which I doubt not, but many of you can fet yotic 
fealsunto. 

We come now to take off that vain and frivolous Gavil, that 
AiTurance ira principle of Libertinifm i that the Apples which 
Ac Spoufeiongs for in the! Canticles, .will breed too much wind; 
that bidden Mahhm will breed: i^orms, that thofe fiaggons full 
of wine, which the Spoufe would fo fain be comforted witball^ 
will fume up too much into the head. Oi fay they, if men be 
once affurM of their falvation, they may then do what tbey lift.

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ivichoot 'it: And cben let tbem cell us, wbetner tlicy don't differ 
as much as a bniifed Reed, and a ftately Cedar in Lebanon f the 
doubting Cbriftian does but fmoak, when the afTured Chriftian 
flames. What faintings and (biverin^, and palencfle in the one? 
what vigour and livelin^ffe, what a ruddy complexion of foul in 
the other/' How is the one left to the pleanire ot a wave, when as 
the other hes fafe at Anchor.The one can fcarce lift up bis weak 
and trembling hands in prayer, when the other is wreltling with 
Oinnipotency .

Qr it he does (hew 
them thiSjhe does wichall let them run into fome ad of violence, 
that prefently frees the world from them.l hat hope which wick- 
ed men have of being fav*d,though it be groundlels, yet it keeps 
them within their bounds & compaffe, 1 bough it be but like the 
Spiders web^yet the very fpinning of that web,keeps them in the 
mean while from a full expreflion of their venom. And that fame 
fhadow of obedience whicbGod has from hypocrites,tis founded 
in fome ftiadow of hope that they pleafe themfelves in 5 & when 
this hope of their own framing vanilhes and deceives them,, then 
they backflide and jipoftatize* .^ . 

4. Are there not other judgments enough to waken them out 
ofafinfulfecurity?arc there not rods? are thei:e not Scorpions? 
is there nothing but prefentdifinheritingf .Sure you cannot but 
remember that famous place, where God fpeaks to David, and 
points at Solomn,V{.% 9 32,33. If hid children bnak,mj fintnHs^ 
&c- God will make hisown people know that tis a bitter thing 
to depart from him, and to forfake their firft love.- Nay, this is 
inofl certain,that wicked men themfelves are not capable of fuch 
fevere temporal judgments as the Ions of God are. That which 
is here done to the green Tree, cannot be done to the dry. 
For, 

00 They may fall from Affu ranee. Though they can't tofe the 
feed and the root of gr^ce, yet they tnay lofe the flouriihing and 
fragrancy of it. Though the foundation of God remain fure, 
yet they may fall from their top and eminency. Though they he 
fcuilt upon a Rockj yet they may be daflit with waves. Though 
the Seal of God be ©fan eternal efikacy, yet they may deface 
tbeprintandfculptureofit, fo as that it may not be vifibleto 
their eye. Now what a fad alteration will this he Thourouft 
not look for any more ftroakings, for any more fmite5,Tor love* 
glances any more. Thou mufl bid thy fountains of joy farewelL 
Thou mud not look to fee thy Spoule flouriniing through the 
Lattices any more. TboH muft cxpcft clouds and ftiadowf ,. an4 
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veils and curcains^Se walls of feparacion. The fig-tree of Canaan 
ihall noc bloflbm.and there (ball be no fruit in the vines^ and the 

labour of the Olive (hall fail. Thou maft pafle many a day witli^ 
out one Siin<>beain'>God will (eal up his fweeteft influences,be will 
(hut up the windows of heaven, and ftop the bottles of Heaven-, 
he will rain down no more Afannaupon thee; Go to thy busks, 
and fee if tbeyl feed thee, Nay» 

(z.) They may noc only fall Irom AlTurance.but even in a total 
defertron look upon God as an Enemys and inftead of a filial ple« 
rophory»n^ay come to a fearful expe<^ation of the fierceft wrath 
of God. Now this I fay is more judgment then wicked men 
are capable of here, in this refped, that they never bad bis love 
once revealed to them) whereas thefe are thrown down from the 
very pinacle of the Temple. And God does not onely (clipfe the 
luftre of their former joy> but dips his pen in gali^ and writes bit- 
ter things againfl them. He was wont to (hoot nothing but the 
fiery darts of love^ 1, but now his envenomed arrows (lick fafl 
10 tbem. They did once furfet.of the grapes and clufters of 
Canaan J but now be hedges them in with Bryars and'Thomt. 
They were wont to taftof a Cupof fweetnefle, a Cup.of love,; 
but he has now prepared for them a cup of trembling & aOonifh* 
ment. They had once a Spring-thue, a budding, abloffdmng* 
time^the dew of heav<n dropt on tbem, the beams of heaven vi- 
{iced them:, but now comes a fad and dtfconfolate Autumn, a 
fading and withering time. Their glofs and greennefs is gone^ 
Heaven reveals it feif in thunderings,and lightnit^ flafbes againll 
tbem, foasthey fhalL even envy green Bay»trees,thenmenof 
the World chat are free from all this. Now is not this enough to 
keep a foul in awe? The Pfalmifl was very near this which we 
fpeakoH he often tells you, tha^hsjoywas put out, that bis 
peace was gone, that he was even ground to powder, that he was 
banifht from the face of his God; that he was excommunicated 
from that happy and heavenly intercourfe with God, which 
once he had. Thefe are frequent complaints ^ and yet he was 
one. 

I . Of a pleafant and chearfu! temper. The Scripture paints hinf> 
out as one of a fanguine complexion,the men of the world would 
have faid he had been me)ancholly elle,He was one that was like 
a green Olive-tree ixitbehoufe of bis God> a. mofi fiouriihing 
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and fruitful Ghriftian. As if he bad been one of the Church trt- 
umpbant,be was atwayes (inging ftefh HaSelMJahs. He bad a fofc 
and delicate touch upon Che Harp, be could ftill Saul^s eviU fpiric 
with his Mufick) I, but be could obt thus tune and compofe bis 
own troubled and diftemper'd fpirit. He W9s fain now £0 hang his 
Harp upon the willows*) and tbe voice of bis Lute was turn'd in- 
to (ighing. And if be does fing fometimes with a thorn at bis 
breaft^tis fome penitential Pfalm or other. 

2« And yet all this while he was a King upon the Tbrone>.bc 
wanted not the Pomp and bravery of the world. I, but a Scepter 
won t conquer fears, and a Crown of gold will not cure an aking 
head, much leffe an aking heart. The (miles of the World they 
Jbrougbt him to all this, and therefore be can't take much com* 
placency in them. For when be does fo often envy the men 
of the World, and is ready to ftumj^le at the prosperity of 
the wicked; it was not lo much ior the outward things of the 
World which they en joy'dtfbr thofe be had bimfelftoo in a plen* 
tiful meafnre; but it was for the ^ui^tnefle of their fpirits, they 
were calm and ferene, if compared with him. not in fuch fears 
and doubts as be now wAs> they bad not fucb conflids and Pa^ 
roxyimes^and Tumultuatbns of Sknil, as be now bad . And yet he 
was one that once had the face «of iGod ihining out upon him: 
And therefore be de&es bim to relicre thejoyefhisfalvatmiL/i-' 
um reddiiM^s jMm nimiutn dini Infisr verts mm vultm uti tuuM 
i^fUfit fofuhtgratior it dUs^ faUs wtlms dnnuu be once (pake

So that you fee httc are ways enough to keep men from a carnal 
fecurity And thus we have took off that bold calumny, foas we 
' bopethat Nihil ddhdrebh:

O bat flay a wbiie^ there arc mod myfteri^ 
ous things which lurk at the botcome, and require a profounder 
feaccb;they muft divedeepbeibrc they fetch up chefe pearls*Thus 
tis in languages, the choiceft elegancies many times are concht in 
ldiomt,ihoitan^a ting mar ami yoa may fee them like fo many 
pearls glittering amonglt the mbbifli of the Tower of BaheL Thus

Tis true, the whcrfc Gofpel is pregnant with heavenly 
inyfieries; Tis like that heavenly ^\«|ici, the milky way, whicb- 
the wife ones of the vTorid take for a Meteor only, a brief ^«iy<f» 
«iiuo»; hbuttboiethatareenlighten^ firom above, know that 
tis made up €xfUir$ lum , tis compounded (^ Stars leii difcem* 
ablC; and even here ont Star differs frcm oMoPher in glirj. There 
are Mifieria frims magnituijinu^ fach tranfoendent and dazling* 
Myfteries, as that the Eagle muft be fain to flint her e^'c, and the 
Sera[diim mnft be glad to wink. And there are not onely intel- 
ledual, but pradical depths in the way of Religion: & Cbriftiao 
Pleropfaory isone^of thefcFor a foul to be fiird with the breathe 
in^ of the fpirit, ii to move with . full Sail in the ocean of Godt 
love.and when it pleafes tojie fafe at Anchor *,I)and to be fure of

cvitable certainty, in a fallen neceffity, to anchor upon fate, ra# 
tber than to be left to a wavering contingency.

ObjeAi- 
Ms fly like duft into the fouls eye, and fometimes tis fain ta 
weep them out. How does it vex the Naturalift that his head is fo 
tion-pluft, asthat herauftflry totherefogeof an occult quality ^ 
How impatient wa& Afiftotie^ what boyiings^ and tolBngs in bia^ 
brcaft more than in E$iripfts, becaufe he could not give a full ac- 
count 6f the ebbing arid flowing of that River ? He threw him« 
(elf into it, as if be thou|he to find more reft there then in his* 
6wn fj^fittdifcoiDeofed only with tins eocertatmy* Every qucr 
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{lion checks the ttn^rfiandiiig^and mulm ic cemoyc.a little from 
certaioty, a$ the learned VirnUm obferves. Every quefHoa tis 
fome grace toerrour, and fomc repulfe to truth. 

Bat how fweetly does the mind rehlh thofe firft and common 
notions, that carry a native light, and convincing evidence and 
tcrtainty in them, and won't give the Soul leave to doubt? zv^ 
how does it bathe k felf in thofe cry {lallineitlreamings oot.thofe 
pure derivations of fecondary notions, that freely bubble out 
from thefe fountaip-principlcs, which for their certainty fome-* 
times are honoured withthe name of 4.vi#iiir? And fome give thii 
rule for a try ai and touchftone of notions: Whatfoever Propofi- 
tion the mind does fully clofe with, that is unqueCtionably truej 
becaufe the mind can t reft fatisfied but with certainty .'And chat 
which it gives bat an hovering & imperfed affent to, is but pro- 
bably true. Now though femetimes a falfity may come under 
the fair difguife of an apparent certainty , . yet ibis is alfo furc^ 
that themmd csinoot fo fully and fweedy acquiefce in an.appa« 
rent c«r:taipty,a6 in a real certainty. As aeitber can the Will fo 
fully clofe with an apparent^ good, as with a real good \ for in 
realities there is a hire entity at thebottom, whicii is a juft foun- 
dation for appearance.wbereas the other is a Juecr colour, a fur- 
face, a diadow. And the more perfed any intelledual being is^ 
the more of certainty it has. 

Our knowledge therefjw hercis butdoqdy^d enigmatical, 
(hadowy, mid in a glaffe. The nearer to God any being is,; the 
more it has of certainty* And therefore the Angels and Spirits 
that fee God face to face,are fatisfied with bisimage«Tnith then 
plucks off her v6ik,puls off her mask, that the foul may falute 
ber. And this is the great prerogative of that infinite and fupream 
Being, God bimfelf, that he has an independent aDd eternal cec* 
tainty»and beholds all ^ings & emotions of beings pall, prefenr, 
and to come,without the leaft (hadQwpf variation. And thoi? 
things which pofe created beings,are more plain and obvious to 
his ey e,tban (irft principles are to mt^ ^h^ ^^^y intimate forms 
of beings are naked and anatomis^'d before him. He looks down 
upon tine fons of men, and fees them rolling and f^uAuating, 
toft ai^ tumbl'd up and down in uncertainties, fometimes even 
queftioning him in his wayes and bisdtab'ngs, while as he x^'&s in 
a iixW and abfolute Omnifci^nce. Andthis is his great goodn^fl^s*

ligion (hould be above fy llogifms & difputtngs. Spiritual notions 
l^uld have the feal of God in their foreheads ;they are tiot to be 
ftruck like fparki out of a flint, bat are to fpring like light from 
the Sun^ they are to flow like ftreams f rotn the Ocean> & Princi*- 
pies of Religion muft be bailt upon a Rock,upon the moft fure & 
unqueftionable grounds that can be.Men that build for eternity, 
had need co lay the foundation fure,and they muft build gold and 
precious (lones upon the foundation^that which has a folidity ,and 
a firm certaioty in it- And if this were obferv'd,

3. The taking up Religionmpon uncertain grounds, does put 
men upon an odious luke*warmnefs and neutrality*^ for men can'c 
be zealous for a dung they doubt of: it puts them upon variable- 
nefs and unconftancy, upon the very brim of Apoftafie; and (\t 
may be) plunges them into ic. Nay,4t ftrongly tends to Atbeifm^ 
ibroedofo long queftion which is the true Religion, as that at 
length they refolve to have none at alL 

4. Tb e Itaving the fuccefs of Religion uncertain,does damp 
and cool the fpirits of men. The learned Moralifts amongft the 
Heathen, could never content thenilelves with a fair probability 
oxlyoi fummum hniHWt 'buc^ did fpin it out to an imaginary 
certainty* The Stoicks would have a Domeftick plerophory,they 
muftbe unavoidably happy: A mee^eertainty won't fufficc 
ihem, it muft be condensed into a neceffity.

ibcir bidden Manna.tbeir vbiuftom. Tbus were tbey tain to fHIt 
their fools in fome (hadows and appearances of certaimy. This 
fweetned SoetMies bis Cicace, and made b;m a cbcarlu) Nbrtyr 
for Philofopby. 

And all wicked men that go on merrily and fecoreLy in their 
way es, do frame fome imaginary cerumty to themfelves* wbicb

. Ait this i bring,co (hew that tlie fool does catch at Certainty & 
Affurance^and will re(lfatisfi*d with nothing elfelor.for men to 
apprehend tbemfdves uncertain of happinefe » what is it elfe buc 
tobefortheprefentmtferable/ Nay, would not fome (do you 
think jchoofe rather to be certain of a tolerable mifery; than to 
be in continual fof pence of happineifef And truly fncb men at 
have no Aliuranceof obtainii^ this great end of their beings 
tbey are of atJ creatures mod rotferaUe. 
The Foxes have holes, and the birds ofthe air have nefls, and 
fiiali not the fons of men have where to lay their heads/ Every 
being loves certainty: Hov^ do Naturals combme together, and 
unite their forces, that riiey may iccure thcmfelves 1^ an happy^ 
affociation ?

Tis 
crue^tbat our finite Beings^ ias they cannot fufficiently grafp an 
infinite effence,ib neither can they meafore an infinite EHiratiom 
And therefore our under Aandings put many times feveral ptrkdi 
tbere, where there ought not to be the leaft e$mmdj becaufe we 
^pan out tbin^ by our own narrow Duration. 

For Duration is nothing elfe but permanent U in efe, a continu* 

ation and abiding in Being,- the fpinning out of Entity: And 

tberefbreas the foul cannot fee the face of God,fo neither can ic 

fee the vaftneft of his Duration,whicb is ad2C]uate and commen- 

fiirace to thedegree of bis Entity. So that we being but of yefier- 

day, are not competent judges of Eternity • And as the foul^ im*^ 

prifon'd in a^ body, can but darkly conceive of fpiritual Beiogl> 

and cannot behold the tuCbre and oriencv of an Angel ; nay, it 

cannot b^ld its own beauty much kOt is it able to behold the 
,. - gjory 
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gtory of God Wtnfclf^ k tieing her^ tonverltiit *idi nxdnfienc 
things that have their ortH^ & o^w/«m, their. /'/Nami' <*• Rt^n^^ 
f»r0,their Spring & Autumn, their Bounds and their botuim, an4 
dwelling among teoiporalS) tts notfo well acquainted with the 
vad duration of Eteifnity > and yet it cao far better behold the 
back-partsofEternity, then the face of iti Eternixy k fartt pft^ 
than Eternity k farte mtc > becaufe the foul it (elf is ineafured by 
that Duration ; whereas onely that one fupreme Beiog, God 
himielfbasthecompleatncffeand pcrfeftion of Eternity, No 
wonder then that our under ftandings put feveral feriods thcre^ 
where there ought not to be the \tdSi comma, becaufe wefpaa 
out thkigs by our own Duration^ that which bubbles from Eter- 
nity^ comes flowing to us in time. But Vocation is as eternal as 
Eleftion: In refped of God, fac^ was as foon call'd, as be was 
chofenj and that not only in refpeft of the lecret counfel and de- 
cree ol. God-, but whenloever God does aduaily call ^^ro^, be 
calls him 4A t/£ter»o 5 for Eternityis not at all fpent and ex- 
haufted by continuance, but is always i» vig^e viriS. Tis a 
flouriftiing Duration that never withers, nor dccayes. Indeed 
Vocation S nothing elfe but.Eledion polling ofFher v^il and fmi-^ 
ling upon the foul, and telling, h^r that God loves her, and ma- 
nifefts and diiplayes h'ls Ibye to her. 

V. It is altogether irregular and anamolops for the foul i . To 
pry into Elcftton; Tis dangerous to tread on the highcft round 
tirft, and here it is impoffible* Thus the foul forgets that it is 
a Crea tiKfc it forgets its own Duratidn^ and would be meafuring 
itfelfb^ftrnity. The windows of the (oul mufl be fet open 
for thoiSSrtaining^ch light as does more immediately flow in 
upon it *Shd the underftanding muft clofe and comply with fuch 
objeftsas are beft proportioned to it.

Entity is fain to prepare the 
way, likQz IcIouEdptiffs for one that comes after it, and yet 
was in worth and being before it. Thus fometimes the 
caufes of things lurk , and lie couchM , they hide their

renewed^ what would tbir but make tbe« (in more fecurr* 
ly , and turn bis grace into wantonnellef Whereas the wif* 
dome of God never determines the end , but ic alfo de^ 
(ermines the meanes ; and as the ehd is alway^s glorious , fo^ 
alfo are the means power&l and efficacidus. Now'tbtKi dinft 
not more clearly demonftrace that cb<Hi aft' in a' good tenden- 
cy and proximity to che end , than by a thankful ufc and fea*' 
foaable application of the means • And v^bat do they do but;

their life and bappineiTe. When they loA their God , they lofl: 
chemfelves^ and when they fell off from him, they Apoftatiz'd 
from their own Effence. And now they mind the body, and take 
care for cbings here below, and negle<5t themfelves. If there be 
any that can repair the ruins of Nacure,or chat can wrangle a lit- 
tle for mens eftates, thefe (hall have tionour and eReem in the 
world,and the things of the world at their command: but they 
that take care only for fouls, thefe muft live upon meer benevo- 
lence > as if the Minifters ot the* Gofpd were nothing indeed but 
fouls, as if they were properly Angels, that muft affame a 9ody^ 
and deliver their meuage, and then muft difappear. Thissdoes 
firongly convince that men prize their bodies and their goods a* 
bove their fouls^bedanfe men of fuch employments. Lawyers and 
Phyficians thefe find better entertainment in the world, than the 
Minifters of the Gofpel. ,\ 

Hence tt is alfo that men negleft the feafons of gtace, opportta* 
nicies ofmercy,advantages for their fouls,which they would not 
negled in other things. The Sabbbath, the market*day for fouls* 
bow is it flighted , prophaned ? yet the Sabbath was made for 
man, for the foul of man chiefly, for that is the chief of man. 
And yet God has us'd very ftrong and powerful mean^to engage 
men to feek the welfare of their own fouls.For out of bis own in- 
finite love and goodnefle he has by a ftrift connexion, knit and 
united bis own glory ,and the falvation of fouls together: He has 
wrought //r<t^// name in the frame of his own glory .That where- 
as now if thefe two were fever'd, a man were bound to feek the 
glory of God, before the falvation 6f his own fouL For though 
the foul be very precious, yet (he glory of the Creatour of fouls \ 

is infinitely more precious. God therefore out of the riches 6f his 
grace, has fojoyn*d thefe together, as none can put them afun* 
der. He that feeks the glory of God^ does by tbts promote the 
welfare of his own foul^ aodiie that feeks thefaVing of bis owti 
foul, does in this advance the glory of God. Ht that feieks the 
one, muft feek the ottier alfp.
